C'hinioi). propoaea to organise the pupils into ■ nUniatare re- 1 
puhlic and touch them by Rotanl experience their duties u < iti 1 
zens. The national icpnv-cntativcM will Ikj elected from the ! 
■Wmmnr schools, and the national -onutors from the high * 
schools. State and city government! will lie formed in the 
same way. The Australian ballot system will be used in the 
elections and the machinery of the national government copied 
in every detail. 

Young women not only will be allowed to vote but will be 
eligible to election as senators, congressmen and aldermen. In 
fact the little government will be founded upon the principles 
of co education and equal goffiaga, 

If this plan is carried out. it will supply the missing eta 
ment in our public school work. Education given by the itate 
should tit the child to take his place in the state as a citizen and 
to perform the duties of citizenship. The growing corruption 
of politics shows that so far our public schools have failed in 
these all important particulars. 

Think what it would be to have Prof. Cooley's idea carried 
out in all our public schools. Think of the uplift politic! 
would receive if every graduate from the grammar school and 
the high school understood the snored MSI of the ballot, and the 
necessity of using it for the public good. The boys accustomed to 
seeing girls voting and holding othVo in the mimic state would 
not be likely to develop into men opposed to equal rights. The 
girl accustomed to think of herself as a citizen would never de- 
velop into a remonstrant, nor would she placidly accept the le- 
gal conditions that enUI her with idiots, lunatics, criminals and 
minors. One can hardly over estimate the good that would re- 
sult from such training in citizenship and Prof. Cooky's < \ 
perhnent will be watched with interest, especially by those 
who believe that women are citizens and that they should have 
the same political rights that men citizens have.
